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Your Peace Plans 


'Nearly everybody is ardently in favor of peace now, but 


few are willing to be called pacifists. If the good word "paci- 
fist" had not fallen into such discredit, there would be a strong 
temptation to identify pacifism and Americanism, after read- 
ing a recent utterance of Carrie Chapman Catt, the veteran 
woman suffrage leader. 


Mrs. Catt represents the striving for organized peace as a 


distinctly American enterprise from the beginning. 
Only 


four conspicuous and more or less feasible proposals for end- 
ing war, she says, have been made in several hundred years, 
and all of them have been made by America. 


The first was pjoposed by Benjamin Franklin.- After the 


Revolutionary Wvar, he urged European nations to follow the 
examples of the American colonies and form a United States 
of Europe, to stop the fighting among themselves. The second 
proposal was the League of Nations made after the recent 
World War. The third, says Mrs. Catt, is the World Court of 
International Justice, arid the fourth is the. formal outlawing 
of war by common agreement, a matter on which action may 
be taken next year by the nations represented at Geneva. 


The Watchdog's Value 


'The dog, which from time immemorial, has been heralded 


as "man's best friend," has had a new honor bestowed upon 
him by insurance companies. He is designated as the "best 
burglar alarm," and residences where dogs are kept are al- 
lowed a five to ten per cent premium reduction. 


The instinct to guard his master's property seems developed 


in the dog as in no other animal. Whe nattack is ineffective, 
he will set up a disturbance that will frighten the most desper- 
ate crook. These are attributes which man long has known the 
faithful dog to possess, and it is pleasant to see them recog- 
nized by such intensely cold and practical organizations asJin- 
surance companies. 


Loss in Bread 


Few persons realize the important food value of the slice of 


bread thrown away on millions of American tables.' It has 
been left for some indefatigable statisticans to figure that each 
wasted slice is equal in caloric value to a saucerful of rice, a 
handful of almonds, a cup of cheese, a serving of codfish of a 
slice of beef. 


These figures make the modest slice of bread take on a new 


and more important aspect. And when the statistican goes on 
to show that a slice of bread wasted daily in each American 
home totals 625,000 pounds of wasted bread a day with a 
national loss of $50,000, it is easily seen where the European 
contention of our wastefulness is not without foudation.
